TIm  first  service  was  held  in  the  unorganized  aussionary 
district  of  North  Vancouver,  on  March  26lh,  1899,  at  the 
home  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Crickmay,  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Underhill, 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Vancouver,  officiating.  In  August. 
1899.  at  the  home  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Keene,  Mr.  Underhill  was 
Celebrant  at  the  first  Celebration  of  the  Holy  CoomunioB  in 
the  district. 

In  October  of  the  same  year,  regular  services  were  begun 
by  iIm  Van.  AicbdeMon  PentiMih.  M.A..  DJ>^  at  the  haam 
ol  Mr.  j.  Bwnes.  Later,  sernea*  wara  Md  m  a  small  dindc 
at  tfie  comer  of  Thirteenth  Stiael  and  Lonsdale  Avenue. 

On  October  22nd  of  the  same  year  the  Rev.  John  Antle, 
afterwards  founder  of  dw  Coluaabia  Coast  Mission,  was 
appmalad  first  MissioMiy  in  dmrit. 

The  Rev.  D.  D.  Moore  wms  placed  in  charge  of  the 
work  on  April  22nd,  1900.  In  this  year,  the  original  Church 
of  St.  John  the  Evan^liit  was  built  on  the  present  site,  on 
lots  wrasented  by  Mr.  Edward  Mahon.  It  was  »ocma%  opaned 
by  A«  Rl  Rev.  John  Dart.  MA..  DD^  «■  Odtim  Wm. 

In  1902,  the  Rev.  C.  J.  Brenton  took  over  the  work  of  the 
MiMion  for  a  short  time:  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Underiiill  again 
undertaking  the  responsibility  in  1909  wim  die  assistance  of 
Mr.  R.  Marsden  as  lay  reader.  In  1905  Mr.  Marsden  went 
to  England  to  be  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders.  During  his 
absence  services  were  conducted  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Scnvan. 
BA..  afterwards  founder  of  the  Chesterfidd  Sehaol  for  boys. 
In  1906.  Mr.  Marsdaa  retnmad  and.  in  co—aclion  wilh  adMol 
work  as  Principal  ^  St  JoIhiV  Collagi,  cniriad  on  4m  Mrvieaa 
for  another  year. 

In  1907,  the  Church  was  enlarged  to  BMNre  than  doubU  ks 
original  capacity.  On  August  lha  Rtv.  J.  Hngb  Hooper 
was  appointed  first  Vicar.
